Red Cross ‘sets 
record straight’ 


An article in the June 30 issue of the Sierra 
Madre news entitled, "Don’t Let Summertime Fun 
Turn Into Tragedy," attempts to convince the 
reader that American Red Cross guidelines for 
resuscitation of near-drowning victims are out- 
dated and dangerous to the victim. 

Nothing could be further from the truth, ac¬ 
cording to Red Cross principals. In its effort to 
educate the American public, the Red Cross fol¬ 
lows the 1992 guidelines established by the Em¬ 
ergency Cardiac Care Committee composed of 
scientists and members of the medical community 
in addition to the American Heart Association. 

It has also drawn on the nation’s foremost ex¬ 
perts in the field of ventilation and resuscitation. 

The June 30 article states that many deaths 
from drowning can be prevented by the use of the 
He iml ich Maneuver. However, despite repeated 
solicitations from the scientific and medical com¬ 
munity, Dr. Heimlich has provided no scientific 
evidence to back up his claim.

We sometimes call them "dirtfarmers" or es for producers look good. But as several 


"grain farmers." Mostly, they live in the mid¬ 
section of our nation, in that part known as 
the "breadbasket." 

1 call them gamblers, because that’s what 
they are. Their operation is a game of chance. 

As soon as the ground will allow in the 
spring. Farmer Jones takes his expensive trac¬ 
tor to the field to plow, or otherwise prepare 
the soil for planting. He also probably fertiliz¬ 
es and spreads a weed-controlling chemical. 
Then he plants expensive seed. 

Now, when we throw dice or play Bingo, 
we can quit any time. But when the com, 
oats, barley, wheat or soy beans start to grow, 
it’s too late to stop. 

Of course, there is the cost of cultivation, 
insecticide and, finally, harvesting, the latter 
costing about the same whether the crop is 
sparse, or "bumper." 

In early June, 1994, the area generally 
was unusually dry. With little irrigation (an¬ 
other cost), drouth is indeed a dirty word. 

Daily, commodity prices rose. High pric- 


farmers waiting for tardy rains remarked, 
"High prices don’t mean much if you have 
nothing to sell." 

Just in time, the rains came—good, wide¬ 
spread showers. But frequently, the rainstorms 
brought hail and high wind, sometimes flood¬ 
ing. The farmers in the severe storm area 
could cease worrying about the crop and start 
worrying about paying the bills. 

As is normal, the better crop prospects 
lowered market prices dramatically. 

See what I mean? - 

But most of these farmers are incurable 
optimists. They have a common saying, "We 
always lose every crop a half dozen times 
before we put it in the bin." 

Consumers, a large sector of our popula¬ 
tion, feel the results of a good or bad year at 
the supermarket. 

Some of this category gamble for enter¬ 
tainment. 

Farmers can tell you that their gamble is 
not entertaining.

Libraries—in the beginning 

In the days of Sophocles and Euripides, 
sanctioned copies of plays had been placed in 
a public colle^ion. A copyright collection of 
manuscripts, which became a sort of public li¬ 
brary, was needed to verify the accuracy of 
the texts. By the end of the third century 
B.C., libraries were common throughout 
Greece. Athenian libraries were kept clean 
and inviting—so much so that one scholar 
spent 50 years of his life reading through 
them. 

With the rise of Rome, entire Greek li¬ 
braries, and many unfortunate Greek librari¬ 
ans, were strappexl to mules and carted off to 
Italy as war booty. Books, as well as librari¬ 
ans, often ended up as part of huge private 
collections. Aristotle’s library is said to have 
met this fate. Book collecting became some¬ 
thing of a craze among the Roman upper

crust, even among those who could not read. 
Such persons were referred to as "book 
clowns." 

No villa was considered complete without 
its fine library of bookcases. ("Nowadays a 
library takes rank with a bathroom as a neces¬ 
sary ornament of a house"—Seneca, c. 4 B.C. 
to 65 A.D.). There were private collections of 
20,000, 40,000, and even 60,000 rolls! Cic¬ 
ero, to whom a library was "the soul of his 
house," was only one of many who felt con¬ 
tempt for him who stuffs his house with litera¬ 
ture yet "hardly reads the titles." The Stoics, 
who frowned upon the owning of property of 
any kind, were quick to denounce the extra¬ 
vagances they saw in others. 

Julius Caesar was the first to plan a pub¬ 
lic library. Naturally, as befitting the dignity 
and grandeur of Rome, it would have to be 
much more splendid than the library of Alex¬ 
andria. Unfortunately, events of the Ides of 
March interfered with Caesar’s plans. To As- 
inius Pollio was left the honor of being the 
first person of whom it could be said, "He 
made men’s tablets public property."*

gen to the brain. This is done through mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation, a method that has been prov¬ 
en by scientific study to be most effective. The 
first seconds and minutes of a near-drowning vic¬ 
tim’s rescue are the most crucial. 

Contrary to the suggestion of Dr, Heimlich, 
it has been proven that removal of water from the 
airways does not have to be done prior to any re¬ 
suscitation efforts. Scientific research has indic¬ 
ated that the amount of water is minimal and that 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation can be effective even 
if there is a large amount of water in the system. 
Health officials contend that use of the Heimlich 
Maneuver prior to resuscitation may induce vom-

iting or cause greater risk to the patient. 

To ensure that the general public has the most 
up-to-date and effective resuscitation methods, 
these processes are being continually evaluated by 
scientists, clinicians and educators. Before changes 
are made, all valid evidence is reviewed. 

According to Michael Amado, director of 
• Health and Safety for the American Red Cross, 
San Gabriel Valley Chapter, "Dr. Heimlich has 
been given every opportunity to present evidence 
for evaluation by the medical community. Howev¬ 
er, he has not provided the evidence to back his 
theory," Amado explained. "At the Red Cross, as 
new ideas are proven valid, changes are made. 
We can’t justify throwing away a safe Md effec¬ 
tive life-saving technique for one that has not been 
proven to be effective," Amado added.

Canyon resident chronicles life 
with photos of pool, activities 


When Johnny Mac- 
Donnell began snapping 
photos of Sierra Madre 
canyon activities in 
1940, he wasn’t aware 
of htfw much interest 
those photos would be 
34 years later. Now, 
with Mary's Store op¬ 
ening in the canyon and 
a renewed interest in 
activities in the area 
over the years, his 
photos bring alive ev¬ 
erything that has kept 
canyonites involved for 
over five decades. His 
- photos of activities in 
the old poo! there, in 
which the city simply 
closed off part of the 
wash to allow Sierra 
Madreans a place to 
swim during hot sum¬ 
mer months (albeit the 
coldest pool in Southern

He and his wife, Sal¬ 
ly. were married in 
19.^9. and chose the 
c.m>im for their first 
home.

Mac- 
Donnell said "probably 
about $200,000 with all

The MacDonnells 
moved up there when 
people used the canyon 
for summer living.

He said that his wife 
worked with the Red 
Cross, taking care of 
the pool and serving as 
lifeguard. The house 
was always filled with 
friends of their son, 
Ralph. He was killed 
when he was 32 years 
old, while he was doing 
undercover work in El 
Monte. 

After the war, Mac- 
Donnell began as paint 
foreman at Santa Anita 
Race Track, and he re¬ 
tired 15 years ago. 
"Santa Anita has always 
been my home. 1 have 
lifetime passes to any 
race track in California 
with free parking and 
box .seats," MacDonnell 
said. He admitted to 
gambling a little bit, 
"Just for fun." 

His early days in the 
canyon were interesting 
because of the hippies 
during the ’60s.

have to live together in gltSial unity—with so 
much diversity we must find a common bond." 

‘ Richardson explained that she will help with 
the gardens surrounding the Shrine of Bab, who is 
the forerunner to the prophet Baha u llah, the 
founder of the Baha’i faith. His body has been 
moved to a resting place on the side of Mt. Car¬ 
mel, a 21-mile long mountain at 1700 feet. The 
mountain faces the Mediterranean, and Haifa is 
1 Vi hours north of Tel Aviv. 

She visited the area three years ago and finally 
decided to make the pilgrimage. Richardson said 
that all of the work on the temples and the gar¬ 
dens should be completed by the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. Cost of the work is supported by sacrifices 
of money by Baha’is worldwide. 

There are nine terraces above and below the 
Shrine of Bab. The terraces and gardens are very 
formal with rills of water moving downward to 
fountains. Six hundred people now live in the 
world center. 

Richardson’s father was a civil engineer so the 
family moved every three to five years. "My 
mother used to say that we moved from one dam 
site to another," Richardson joked. 

Richardson was married to a Peace Corps 
worker in Honduras, following her education at 
Northeastern University in Boston. She has a 
degree in language from there and a degree in 
horticulture from the University of Wisconsin. 

"I was meant to be a horticulturist. When I 
was a third grader, I dug up the backyard and 
planted a vegetable garden," the Sierra Madrean 


said. "Everything needs care. If you don t pay 
attention to plants they won’t prosper." 

She was drawn to Southern California because 
it is the capital of horticulture, she explained. 
Also, her son, David, 'was coming here for 
school. That was seven years ago August. Her 
daughter, Nicole, was in her junior year in East 
Africa. "I was going through a hard time," she 
renumbers. Richardson said that it was a good 
decision to come here and she loves Sierra Madre, 
hates to leave it, even for a few years. 

Both of her children belong to the Baha’i 
faith. In fact, daughter Nicole met her husband, 
another Baha’i, in Haifa. She has a granddaugh¬ 
ter, Elika. 

Richardson’s parting word about why she is 
spending time in Haifa: "You won’t create a bet¬ 
ter world if you don’t sacrifice a little." 

Hers is indeed a sacrifice of love.

Duffy makes Junior World team 


An asthmatic, Bobby 
Duffy spent much of his 
young life in the hos¬ 
pital, and while growing 
up in Arcadia, he could 
not take part in many of 
the athletic programs 
which occupied the time 
of his peers. 

While he still has 
asthma, Duffy, now 18 
years old, has found a 
sport in which he can 
achieve success. In fact. 
Just last week he was 
named to the five-mem¬ 
ber Junior World Team 
in cycling, and will be 
competing at the 
10,0(X)-foot level in 
Quito, the capital of 
Ecuador, on July 28. 

Duffy graduated from 
Pasadena Poly in June, 
but missed his gradua¬ 
tion to train for a race 
in Silver City, New 
Mexico, where he won 
the criterium. He was 
the only Junior among 
100 entries in the 60- 
mile race on a one-mile 
cour.se through the city.

He is now at Winter 
Park which has a higher 
elevation so that he can 
get used to the altitude 
in Quito. 

Duffy became inter¬ 
ested in cycling when 
he was 10 years old, 
and when his mother, 
Rochelle, was looking 
for someone in the fam¬ 
ily to go to Europe with 
her, Bobby agreed, as 
long as they would tour 
on bikes. For seven 
weeks, mother and son 
toured through Belgium, 
Holland and England; 
and the young cyclist 
found that he could do 
this kind of exercise and 
not get sick. 

He started racing 
competitively when he 
was 13, and among his 
achievements are South¬ 
ern California District 
Championship and Most 
Out.standing Young Rid¬ 
er two years in a row in 
a Junior race in Bisbee, 
Arizona. As a 16-year- 


old, he beat riders two 
years his senior in win¬ 
ning the Tour of the Fu¬ 
ture. Last year he won a 
bronze medal in criteri¬ 
um at West Point, 
where 175 boys were in 
the initial field. 

From Quito, Duffy 
will go to Washington 
for the 1994 Junior Na¬ 
tionals, which will take 
place outside of Seattle 
during the first week of 


August. 

To keep in shape for 
such competition, Duffy 
rides both before and 
after school, averaging 
about 300 miles each 
week. Last Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, the family dinner 
was going to be held in 
Lancaster, and Duffy 
rode his bike up over 
the mountain to meet 
his relatives for the 
holiday feast.

Dear Dr. Taml, 


My dog "scoots" her rear across the carpet. People tell 
me she has "worms" but I never see any, are they 
correct? 


Most of the time that a dog "scoots" their rear along the 
ground It Is due to an anal sac problem and not 
parasites. Dogs have anal sacs for marking territory and 
for fear confrontations. Often times the anal sacs will 
become overly full and difficult to relieve causing an 
uncomfortable sensation. The scooting activity Is an 
attempt to apply pressure to the area In order to release 
the glandular material. Anal glands can become 
Impacted, infected, abscessed etc. Your veterinarian will 
usually inspect the area on an a general exam. If your pet 
Is continually scooting, then you should see your 
veterinarian in order to determine the cause of the anal 
sac problem. Early treatment can avoid some significant 
problems that can occur with the anal sacs.
